and tribute. Among them was Presi- 
dent Coolidge who told-Mrs. La Fol-

our institutions and our government uni- 


' f ormly attest this. So far as his beliefs 
and principles were concerned, Mr. La 
•Toilette tras fundamentally, we believe.

;tions of government. His opposition ^to

lem. The same is true of his election and

"When -we come into the national field 


j»pe have a different situation. Mr. La 
j^ollette went to "Washington strong in the 
teonviction that the doctrines he had ad- 
vocated at home were correct. He sensed 
fe personal strength and the righteousness 
jpf his cause. He immediately became an 
dcsurgent and started out on a program of 
Rational reform to which the country was 
Slot unprepared to lend its ear. Mr. La 
Toilette had even then, with the attain- 
ment of the senatorship. not reached his 
prime, although he was a vigorous and 
powerful debater and his activities -and 
personality soon attracted national atten- 
tion. He favored some good measures, op- 
posed most bad measures and brought for- 
ward proposals of his own that caused the 
most acute factional strife. 


It would not be fair to the senator for 


even his opponents to say that all of his 
proposals were without merit, or that his 
position on all public question? was cen- 
surable. 
Many times be was undeniably 


right and in the course of events he was 
sustained by definite acJion. 
"We think 


his sense of social and political justice w^«: 
at bottom sound and honest, but he had 
the faculty of stirring men's passion deep- 
ly, both for and against him. Unfortun- 
ately for him and the cause he sought to 
promote he caused his own party and the 
public at large to array themselves against 
tim. with the result that while the conn- 
try was continually progressing toward 
better standards of government «nd so- 


cial economy, he failed to grasp the fact 
and. labored under the misconception of 
greater wrongs and greater imperfections 
than actually existed. 


.This circumstance, we believe, led the 


senator into the advocacy during the lat- 
ter years of his life of measures that were 
obviously extreme and of associations dis- 
tinctly radical, 
"We do not believe Mr.k 


La Follette was eiubittcred by his failure 
to reach the presidency, as were Clay and 
Webster, but we do think he was disap- 
pointed because the country failed to re- 
spond to his more sweeping reforms and 
because of its apparently unsympathetic 
reception of his attacks upon those per- 
sons and things which he held to be inimi- 
cal to public and national welfare. This 
failure seemed to increase the power and 
scope of his denunciation until the coun- 
try got the idea that he challenged the 
integrity of all industry, the honesty of all 
corporations, the worthiness of rll public 
utilities, the justification of capitalism 
itself. There was too much of condemna- 
tion and not enough of constructive criti- 
cism. There was too much appeal to class 
feeling and prejudice and too little credit 
given to national instincts and facts of 
justice, honesty in business and common 
good will. 
v 


If there is one fact conspicuous above 


all others in American, history it is the 
confidence and faith of the people in the 
inherent righteousness of this government, 
in the rectitude of the men. who, from 
"Washington to Coolidge, have adminis- 
tered that government, in the success of 
our institutions, in the truth of freedom 
and the reality of opportunity. The tre- 
mendous, popularity of Calvin Coolidge. 
following closely upon an era of marked 
national discontent, is conclusive proof, 
for it is to the reality of the facts we have 
just mentioned that the president -has 
mostly appealed. . 


"Whether Mr. La Follette believed so 


himself or not. there was too prevalent a 
feeling that he held our institutions to. 
be more wrong than right, our government 
more unsound than sound, our social sys- 
tem more unjust than just:' in- other 
words, that he magnified our economic and 
political •wrongs out 'of all proportion to 
their actuality and failed to take sufficient 
account of,the great preponderance of 
good and of healthy and forward national 
growth. Otherwise, we think the senator 
wouid not have been led jnto such contra- 
dictory and 'destructive proposals as his - 
plan to override judicial decisions of the 
supreme court^by legislative enactment, 
or into his radical affiliations of the last 
few years. 


Despite this view and the fact that this 


newspaper has much of the time disagreed 
with Mr. La Follette and all of the time 
throughout the war. he has rendered ser- 
vice to his country as a public official 
Avhich merits recognition. This is not a 
time to bring up the rancors and differ- 
ences of the "World war. 
A\"e pass that 


period by without comment. It is time 
for respect to the dead and to the memory 
of those achievements for which he should 
be honored and of those qualities and 
those virtues which endeared him so deep- 
ly and unalterably to the people of Wis- 
consin, as well as to many outside of "Wis- 
consin. 


As a debater Mr. La Follette has had 


few equals in the senate, where the foren- 
sic abilities of our public men have reached 
the highest development. In devotion to 
his friends and supporters he was as 
firm as he was implacable to his foes. 
He was a relentless fighter to whom de- 
feat was only a fresh inspiration for re- 
newed effort. He had a profound knowl- 
edge of both domestic and international 
affairs, and there was a charm about his 
personality, whether he spoke to a cheer- 
ing audience or defended himself against 
his antagonists with his back to che wall, 
that was jr.acuetic. He probably fought 
more losing combats than any other roan 


• of his time. On the other hand, lie won 
notable victories. If we divest from many 
of the reforms he labored to bring about 
and many of the abuses he so vigorously 
assailed the implications against our build- 
ers and our institutions as a whol?. much 
that appears as destructive and extreme 
becomes more moderate and more rational. 


Mr. La Toilette was one o£ the most 


talented, forceful and able of our public 
men. 
Had he been willing to seek the 


improvement an'3 perfection of our gov- 
ernmental and social system through less 
severe and unyielding methods, had he 
been willing to credit what 5s good and 
sound jn our national life, had he pos- 
sessed more of the-qualities that enable 
men to reason together, accepting their 
good faith and common sense as is exem- 
plified to an amazing degree in the r,rcs- 


ent occupant of the White house, he might 
have risen to presidency. 


Mr. La Follette \desire to improve the 


lot of his fellowmen was sincere. He was 
the 
champion 
of 
popular rights, of 


democracy, of justice. He wrought a 
great deal for the good of humanity. lie 
would have achieved more by different 
methods. - Some men are cynical about 
La Follette. They sneer at any sugges- 
tion of praise for him. 
They are as far 


afield as they thought him to be. They 
are 
social 
and 
political reactionaries 


despite his disgressions, which cause our 
hot-heads and radicals to place him as one 
of them, he was a force for justice, mor- 
ality and plobity. We need to be told of 
our national faults, though our good may 
far outweigh them. The evils of Mr. La 
Follette combatted were real, but like our 
individual shortcomings, they were minor 
ills of a sound body politic. They will be 
corrected in time as experiences improve 
our wisdom.. 
, / 


In his battle for social, economic and 


political justice, he often went to ex- 
tremes and would have "killed to cure;" 
still justice is justice, right is right, and 
ultimately they prevail. 
So it will be 


with the things for which ^Ir. La Follette 
contended that stand the tests of right- 
eousness and of reason. 
We disagreed 


with many of his economic and political 
theories, but we grant that his purpose 
was to ameliorate and elevate the life,of 
the American people. The tribute to his 
usefulness 
and 
public 
< service will be 


numerous and genuine. His death will be 
received with general sorrow.

on Order of Premier

royal bad .egg of Europe. 
Prince 


George of Jugo-Slavla. being locked 
up In a private madhouse where here- 
after he wlllnot be able to trouble 
the serenity of his royal brother. King 
Alexander, whose throne he should 
really be occupying. 


That's the real truth behind the 


communique recently issued by the 
Jugo-Slavlan premier: 


"In view of the state of health of 


Prince George, elder brother of King 
Alexander, which 
is such that he 


urgently needs a change in the man- 
ner of his life and being put under 
the constant supervision of a. doctor, 
the king has indicated, under the 
Royal Family law. a placo of per 
manent residence for Prince George 
and appointed a special doctor. 


All of which means—exit Prince 


George from European scene. It's 
the most amazing tale in the history 
of modern royalty. Up to about 1905, 
whehn he attained his majority—18 
—he was almost a model prince. He 
was the eldest son. and heir to the 
Serbian throne. 
He was the apple 


•of the eye of his father, old King 
Peter, who, on his eighteenth birth 
day, before the assembled regiments 
of the nation said to him: 


"My dear son, my joy at your birth 


18 years ago was great. To day when 
you enter the officers' corps of my 
brave army m pride is greater. "With 
the help of Providence you will one 
da inherit the Serbian throne and 
will be the highest officer in-the army 
in which you today step as lieuten- 
ant." 


In less than six months George had 


_ made himself the talk and 
scandal 


' of the Balkans. He beat his aides. 
He dressed as king and held drunken 
orgies. He threatened to horsewhip 


- the premier. He drove a car at wild 


speed through the narrow, ill-paved 
streets of Belgrade.^He paid swift 
court to pretty actresses in Vienna. 


He was mad about pretty women 


,0ne day passing down a 
Belgrade 


street he saw tho picture of Mile. 
. Lauret,. an actress. He secured her 


address"and posted a proposal of mar- 
riage. 
Having quarreled with another pret- 


ty actress, he made disparaging re- 
marks about her. 
She'appeared at 


, the Bear restaurant in Belgrade and 


publicly'horsewhipped him. Of course, 
she^was arrested, but the national feel- 
ing was her side and the matter was 


" discreetly dropped. 
!• 
It is estimated he prtp'o'sed mar- 


' riage to at least 30 pretty women 
- He was thei universal lover, paying 


court to girls of all nations. 


*• 
The climax to his career came when 


' his valet mysteriously died. 
There 
' were sinister rumors connected with 


this and In 1909 Prince George, to the 
relief of the nation, was induced to 
renounce his rights to tho throne. 


For a time he lived quiently in re 


tirement. When the first Balkan war 


- "broke out he asked for a command 
' but was refused, and was greatly en 
' raged -i£hen his younger brother, the 


l-.-esent King Alexander, was given'an 


' army. vThen he comnlained that he 


was not given an allowance c:» 
patible with his rank and position. He 
wrote letters to the Belgrade papers 
attacking the royal family. 


For a time his brother confined him 


to resMence in Nish. Released from 
exile, he once more appeared in Bel 
grade and would drive around town in 
his car. distributing posters insulting 
to his brother, the king. One of these 
read: "Beware of the fellow with the 
. big red nose." 
"" 
With all his eccentricities he is a 


brave man and a good soldier. "When 
the 'World War broke out and the 
Austrlans attacked Belgrade. Georgi 
put himself 
at the head 
of some 


troops and successfully defended the 
capital. He was seriously wounded 
In action at Tsea and sent to Franc 
to convalesce. He was made a lieu 
tenant colonel for bravery in the field 
' but acornfully refused the promotion 


His latest exploits have been to boos' 


" the cause of the republicans and at 
' tack royalty. 


It was manifest he would always 


be a fire-brand. 
Exile from Jugo- 


slavia would not be effective. So th< 


" plan devised before now by royal fami 


lies iww put Into effect. Ho was lock 
ed up—«. prisoner for life, perhaps— 
asa sick man.

Prautch. agent of; the 
department of agriculture, who has 
Just returned from an extensive in- 
spection trip through the provinces 
of Albay and Camarines Sur. 


After traversing the same region In 


these provinces where 32 years ap:o 
some 
40.000 Para rubber 
seeds, 


brought from Singapore, were plant- 
ed. Mr. Prautch declared In his re- 
port to the department that he found 
hundreds of rubber trees that have 
grown to maturity and are now sur- 
jounded by the Jungle, owing to lack 
'of attention. 
"Some -40,000 Para rubber 
seeds 


Were purchased by me in Singapore 
and brought to the Philippine Islands 
In 1912." said the report. "The gov- 
ernment took a keen interest in this 
•movement to encourage rubber grow- 
ing and I was employed several 
tnonths In making a campaign in 
'Caramlnes and Albay provinces 
to 


interest the people in the cultivation 
of the rubber tree.*.' The seeds were 
all distributed and planted. 
They 


'grew'well and .today many are large 
fcnatured trees. 
, "In most cases -/the seeds were glv- 
Ven. to : caretakers of ••• distant hemp 
'plantations, and where this was done 
!the trees grew. However, as the rub- 
rt*r tree does not produce in less four 
years, interest had died before the 
'end, of 'that time. The threes^matur- 
!ed, the seeds dropped, 
germinated 


•produced young trees, but today the 
•tropical jungle surrounds them. 
I "I counted more than 600 large rub- 
jber trees of 20 Inches or more, in clr- 
jcumference and found one tree which
